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Your Petitioner, JOSEPH Raby, respectfully representents to your Honor that he is the owner and 
tenant in common with PIERRE RABY, JOHN RABY and ANATOL Raby of a certain tract of 
land situated in the County of Mobile and described as follows To Wit: 


Situated on the Bayou Coque D’Inde commonly called Bayou Coden containing six 
hundred and forty acres more or less, it being the same tract or parcel of land which was granted 
by the United States a donation in the name of the late Timothy McGrath under the act of 
Congress passed the third of March 1819. Entitled an Act for adjusting claims to land and 
establishing land offices in the district east of the island of Orleans. Your petition represents to 
our honor that said land was conveyed by the said Timothy McGrath by deed bearing date the 
third of November 1817 to Samuel Acre, who conveyed the same to JOSEPH ANTOINE RABY 
and your petitioner Joseph Raby by deed dated tenth of October 1822. Yor petitioner further 
states that Joseph Antoine Raby was the father of your petitioner that since the making of said 
deed he has departed this life leaving yor petitioner Joseph Raby, Ursin Raby, Pierre Raby, John 
Rabby, Anatol Raby and Basilise Driscol his only heirs who were entitled to an undivided equal 
interest in the portion of the said land owned by the said Joseph Antoine Raby. Your petitioner 
further states that all of said parties reside in the county of Mobile and state of Alabama except 
Ursin Raby and Basilise Driscol who reside in the county of Jackson and state of Mississippi, the 
said Ursin Raby and Basilise Driscol have sold theier interest in the said land to Pierre Raby as 
appears of record. Your petitioner further tepresents to our honor that he desires a partition of 
the said lands and that your honor would appoint Andrew Deacle, Joseph Krebs and William 
DeForrest Holly commissioners to make partition of said lands pursuant to an act entitled an act 
for the more easy partition of lands held by coparceny, joint tenants and tenants in common, 
passed the fourth day of March, 1803.
